The. situation is unique. 
There is 
no confirmation of the Daily Mail s 
report that the French have engaged 
the Germans and cut off their retreat, 
inflicting a loss of 8,000 men. 
The 
Belgians assert that they have taken 
8,000 prisoners on Belgian soil, but 
military men regard all the estimates 
of the belligerents aa great exaggera­ 
tions. 
Apart from Liege the fighting of the 
first week, when resolved to the prop­ 
er perspective eventually, doubtless 
will be considered insignificant.
